The most flagrant example was the 
president's recognition extended to 
Colonel Uennvldcs, head of the revolu- 
tlonury government In Tern. In Febru- 
ary, 11H 1. Ills fOTWmUnl was found- 
ed on assassination, established by us- 
sasslnation and hid no vestige of con- 
stitutional authority hnck or It. It 
caine Into power <>n Feb. 4, UH 1, when 
Colonel I'eiiaviib s led the garrison 
troops against the national palace at 
I.lmn, Imprisoned President Hilling- 
hunj t and assassinated the minister of 
war and nil others who opposed the 
coup d'etat. 

More Flagrant Than Mexico. 

Mlnls'cr Mc.Miliin reported these 
facts fully to Washington and assum- 
ed that this Government would de- 
clluo to sanction the newly establish- 
ed regime. The case was identical 
with the lluerta case In .Mexico, ex- 
cept a much more flagrant violation of 
the spirit of popular government, llu- 
erta had Mndoro and Vice I'resldent 
Sum.-/. Imprisoned, but he liecnmc 
preside t of Mexico under provisions 
of the eomHlluMon providing for the 
succession of i ho minister ot 
atlahs upon the disability or the 
lUf nt. Huena'H accession lo the 
Idency was continued by tho 
congress. 

Eenavldes came luto power simply by 
killing' (note who opposed him. Ills 
acts had no basis whatever In the con- 
stitution of the country and were not 
confirmed by the Peruvian congress. 
Ills sole backing was a Junta of con- 
spirators, which forced their will on 
tho unapproving people by means of 
ready rillo bullets. Under these clr- 
cumstauccs Minister Mc.Mllllii natural- 
ly assumed that I'resldent Wilson 
would have nothing to do with llena- 
vJdes and his Junta. The president 
shortly before this hnd stated In a 
speech at Mobile. Ala.: "We must fob 
low the course of high principle, not 
exiiedlency, no matter what tho pres- 
sure. To do otherwise would be un- 
true to ourselTos." 

Envoy I* Surprised. 

Mr. McMlllIu was therefore mildly 
surprised when he was Instructed by 
I'resldent Wilson to call on the newly 
established Hennvldcs and graciously 
coufer tho recognition of the Tutted 
vatcs Government upon bliu. 

In explaining this tho President sim- 
ply said t lint "expediency dictated tho 
recognition of tho revolutionary gov- 
ernnient ot rent." lie told his advisers 
that be had not liked the personality of 
Ullllughurst Ho wus chagrined also 
with the news that Uilllnghurst had In- 
tended to dissolve the Peruvian con- 
ess, which tho President said would 
vo been an unconstitutional act. 
11 !o American diplomats at tho timo 
lo astounded to learu of the Presl- 
ib'u" a action In Peru. They found that
